Woodrow Wilson signalized the open 
lag of his campaign in New York state 
by an stack oil the platform of t h e : 
Progressive party and upon Colonel t 
Roosevelt for the hope the latter hold* 
out to laboring men and women fot 
an improvement in their 
condition 
through the medium of an industrial 
commission that is to regulate mo 
nopolies. 
Ile declared that the establishment 
of the commission 
means 
nothing 
more than the adoption into th e gov-J 
em inent of the very men whose hold. 
upon big business ie responsible for' 
that condition in which the workman 
does not get a just return for hts la 
bor. 
“ I am not big enough," he said, “to 
play Providence, and my objection to 
the platform of the Progressive party 
is that I do not think any other man 
is big enough to play it." 
It was the first expression from th* 
Democratic candidate on the merits 
ot the Progressive platform The gov­ 
ernor 
assailed the minimum 
wage 
idea. declaring that employers would 
take oc< axion 
to bring their 
wagei 
scale as nearly as they could down 
to tile level of the minimum penult 
ted by Hie law 
With the idea of a federal commis­ 
sion to regulate monopoly, the gov 
ernoi 
took emphatic Issue 
He de 
* tared 
that 
the plan suggested not 
only would legalize monopoly, but give 
the (liter employers of the country a 
“trem endous authority behind them " 
“What the employers do will have 
the license of the federal government 
Including Hie right to pay wages ap 
proved by the government, declared 
Governor Wilson. He pointed out that 
it always ba*! been the policy of "the 
masters of * onsolldated Industries'' U 
undermine organized labor In a great 
many ways, and that a plan of federal 
control as advocated by the new party 
“systematically subordinates working 
men 
to 
monopolies” 
and 
“look* 
strangely like economic mastery over 
the very lives sud fortunes of thos* 
who do flit* daily 
work of th e na 
lion.” 
From the time he arrived In Buffalo 
the governor was busy at every mo­ 
ment of the day. Everywhere be wa* 
greeted enthusiastically. 
The governor s first adress was at a 
session of the Young Men's Catholic 
National Union, which was in conven 
Hon at the Hotel Broezle.

Montpelier, Vt., Sept. 2.—Political 
Interest of the nation is cratered in 
Vermont, 
which 
holds 
its guberna­ 
torial election tomorrow, for this stats 
bas ioug been regarded as aa election 
weather vane among the others in the 
Union. 
Political observers long ago discov­ 
ered 
the 
working of a n extremely 
curious political or statistical law in 
the results of Verm outh September 
elections. 
Experience of more than 
half a century has shown that the nor­ 
mal Republic an plurality, in the vote 
of Vermont for governor, ta 26,000. 
This tact was as true in the days of 
the Civil War as it bas been during 
the past decade. But that plurality is 
not stationary. There have been years 
when the Republican plurality ran as 
high as 38,000, and it has fallen on oc­ 
casion as low as 19,000, and observa­ 
tion has shown the rule to be prac­ 
ticably invariable, that when the Ve* 
niout 
plurality for governor at the 
September election ran absve 25,000 
the Republican party carried the na­ 
tional elec tion in the subsequent No­ 
vember, and that when the Republi­ 
can plurality for governor UH below 
26,04)0, that result was followed by a 
Democratic 
victory in the national 
election 
Only three times since 1850, in fact, 
has this rule failed to operate cor­ 
rectly in a presidential year, and for 
those th ere were 
peculiar reasons 
One of the three eieeptional occasions 
was In 1976. when Vsrmout's Rspubli 
can plurality In September was 23,735, 
and yet the final canvass of the na­

So 
that it may be said that Vermont prs 
dieted correc tly even In 1876 
One other oc axion when it seemed 
to miss the facts In Its September 
prophecy was lab!, a year when Ver­ 
mont's

September vote fell as low as 11,977 
yet when the Republicans elected U n 
coin In November by 407.000 popular 
plurality In the country at large and 
with a handsome majority In the elec­ 
toral college But Vermont's mistaken 
prediction ou that occasion Is perhaps 
explainable by the fact that tb s for­ 
tune* ol the Republican campaign of 
lft*)4 were at low ebb just before the 
s t a t e ’s September election.

nada and Masaya still are beleaguered 
ami the inhabitants of the latter two 
towns are believed to be nearing the 
point ut starvation. 
In a letter smuggled out of Gre­ 
nada a woman wrote to her husband 
at 
Mauaguu, begging that food be 
smuggled through to the town. She 
reported conditions in Granada as be 
ing terrible 
There is, however, ao 
prospect ct sending food to the invest­ 
ed towns until the American marines 
open the railroad. All communication 
between Managua, Leon and Cortnto 
is cut off and it is not known what is 
happening in the north. 
In Managua the situation is critical, 
and if assistance does not come quick­ 
ly a crisis aouu will be reached. Euro­ 
peans all through N icaragua are mak­ 
ing appeals to their 
home 
govern­ 
ments for help and protection. 
American Minister Weitael, at Man 
agua, still has 
difficulty getting bls 
dispatches through te the stat* de 
payment. 
The last message received 
from him was dated Aug 29. The min­ 
ister repated hts previous statem ents 
that conditions in Nicaragua were bor­ 
dering on anarchy. 
While more America* 
forces 
ate 
now beginning to arrive and others are 
ou Hie way, the state departm ent is 
worried over the safety of foreigners 
beyond the lines of communication 
alieady established Particularly it is 
concerned for those

graph. 
More definite advices from Minister

Big Canadian Tobaoco Farm. 
W hat is believed to be the largest 
individual tobacco growing farm 
in 
the world is located in Essex county, 
Ontario, 
It la not an uncommon sight 
to see fields ranging from one or two 
acres up to twenty five or thirty acres. 
The largest covers 260 acres. 
The 
plants are raised from the 
teed In 
beds under cotton or class till they 
a r t ready to plant in the field, which 
is usually about June 16. 
If the sea­ 
son is favorable 
it requires 
about 
three months for the tobacco to ma­ 
ture and ripen before cutting and har­ 
vesting 
Most farm ers hang the product In 
barns to dry, while a few dry by heat 
in 
barns specially constructed 
for 
the 
purpose 
The 
actual expenae 
of growing an acre of tobaeco in On­ 
tario, outside of supplying the plants, 
which any farm er can raise for him­ 
self. la estim ated to be £10. 
The 
crop yields from one to two thousand 
pounds. 
The price varies from year 
to year; in 1909 It overaged 7Vfc pence 
a pound, and in 1910 8% pence.—The 
Field.

and at the sem e distance from the 
earth, the foibnsr would appear to us 
over 200 tim es ae bright aa th e lat­ 
ter.
